Cbe Foo, June 10. — The long contem- 
plated attack by the Japanese on Port 
Arthur began early Thursday mom* 
log. The Russian forces around tho 
beleaguered city were reinforced by 
the troops wbich had garrisoned Dalny 
and Kin Chou. The Russian vessels 
In the harbor, with their great guns, 
aided the land forces In repelling the 
attack. The lighting still goes on. 

Che Foo, June 10. — Chinese who ar- 
rived here from Tal<ushan say that the 
Japanese army of 20,000 men who 
landed at Taliushan last month ani 
proceeded toward Feng Wang Cbeirg, 
presumably to reinforce Gen. Kuroki, 
returned to Taknshan, May 29. The 
Chinese believed that the Japanese had 
bten defeated by the Russians, but it 
If rf pardod here as more lllcely that 
the advance toward Feng Wang Cheng 
and return to Takushan vas simply a 
Japanese feint. The Chinese further 
report that a small body of bandits at- 
tacked the Japan< sr at Kin Chou and 
that 40 of the bandits were killed. It 
is lilso stated by the Chinese that a 
number of Russian officers have been 
court-martialed for diverting funds giv- 
en them to pay for Chlneie transport 
wagons. 

St. Tetf r.-bnrf;, Jtiiif 10.— All Japan- 
ese movements are interpreted here 
as caused by anxiety to hamper as 
much as possible whatever movement 
Gen. Kuropatkin may be making to 
hflp Port Arthur. Not only have the 
Japanese* bombarded the west roast 
of Llao Tung penin.'^ula where the rail- 
way runs close to the shore, making 
feints of d«barkatlon, but Oen. Kuroki 
has assumed the otTenslve eastward. 
He has sent an overpoweringly strong 
column that drove out the Russians 
from a fortified position at Salniat/.e, 
20 miles northwest of Feng Wan*; 
Chang, inflicting a loss of 100 men. 

Among the rumors that fill the city 
Is one on better authority than th«j 
average that Gen. Kuropatkin Is him- 
self moving southward from I.lau 
Tang. It is not possible to authorita- 
tively confirm the report. 

The public takes hold eagerly ol 
every scrap of Information or mislti- 
formation coneernlng events In the far 
east. Every one is alert for ofBcIal 
ne ws of a serious attaek on Port Ar- 
thur which it is felt can not be long 
delayed. St. Petersburg is displaying 
more Interest in the fate of Port Ar- 
thur than in any event since the first 
naval rev erse.

Acuities that It waa aot talm aorl- 
ously. 

Tyson S. Dines, a Denver attorney, 
and one of the executors of the Strat- 
ton estate, is here in conl' rence with 
Citizens' Allia«ice leaders and It is an- 
nounced that he Is preparing a form 
which will be presented to every mer- 
chant and business man and other em- 
ployers of labor In the entire disfrii 
plr dglng them not to employ any per- 
s'ln who la aflUatad with a labor 
union. 

No person who works fbr a living 

will be exempt, and the absolute an-

Dr. Buller Read An Instructive Paper 
Before the American Medical 

Association on the Use Of 
Wood Alcohol. 

Atlantic City. N. J., June 10.— Pneu- 
monia, which, in th« words of Dr. Ed- 
ward F. Wells, of Chicago, "la a tttW 
menace to civilization," was the sub- 
ject of much earnest di.scussion Thurs- 
day by the members of the American 
Medical association. At the session of 
the section of hygriene and sanitary 
science the disease was dealt with in a 
paper read by Dr. WelLs, who stated 
that it was virulently communicatablu 
and tha aection of materia mcdica, 
pharmacy and therapeutics held a 
symposum for the discussion of tho 
subject. 

Dr. Wells said tliat the prevalence 
. f j i.' uraonia is reniarkalily on the in- 
crease. Ho quoted 30 cases of com- 
municable virulency. He recommend- 
ed the use of, moist bed clothes before 
the face and nose when sneezing and 
ccjughing. He stated that the pnou- 
mococois was presr'iu in the iliroat 
and no.se of many iici-.-^nns an 1 that. It 
may be communicated by coughing ur 
sneezing. 

Dr. Sternberg, former surgeon gen- 
eral, who Is the discoverer of the pneu- 
mocoecus, or pneuhionia jii rms, dou'.t- 
ed the practicability of any method of 
fumigating or sterilizing a room in 
which the germs might happen to be. 
He discovered the germ In himself In 
l&SO and went to I'ailad' lpliia to com- 
plete his experinuni and vn iiii.'d them 
in Europe. 

Dr. George M. Kober, of Washington, 
said that Washington was .the only 
city not showing an increase in pneu- 
monia. He eald that as alcoholism in- 
vites the disease and that the NoLir les, 
of whom tliere are many in Wasliinu- 
ton. are not heavy drinkers, and to 
that fact he attributed ihe proportion- 
ately small number of pneumonia 
caFes. 

l)r Frank Buller, of Montreal, read 
an Itisu iK ti\ (' pai)er on wood ah i)!iol 
bef(Me tlie section of ojilithalmia. H > 
stated that wood ah idioj is very gener- 
ally used in such sub8tance.H as Ja- 
maica ginger, essence of peppermint, 
b mon essence and cologne splrl't. 
The d;uij;er, he declared, is entirely un- 
known lo the pul)lic and but slightly 
api>r<ciated by physicians. 

"Thousands of people," said Dr. Bul- 
ler. "are doubtless taking this poison 
into their systems. The poison In its 
first stage causes mild intoxication an<l 
intestinal trouble. The se<ond sta^e 
develops a>:^rava?i'd syniptonis of 
IHindness, the third overwhelming 
iirostration and deatJi." 

Dr. Buller had reports of 50 rases 
of which 16 had resulted in total bliud- 
ni thn e in pa'rtial blindness and 
ti n iJi d< ath.
